Indicators point 
to recession end 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The government said today its leading economic in­ 
dicators, which have in the past shown unerring accuracy in forecasting the 
end of recessions, rose in May for the third straight month 
The index went up 2.1 per cent last month to couple with increases of 3 per 
cent and 1.1 per cent in April and March, the Commerce Department said. 
In the five recessions since the end of World War II, not including the latest 
slump, the indicators reversed course and turned up an average three months 
before the overall economy began to grow. 
_ 
The encouraging government statistics supported the administration s con­ 
tention that the recession has ended 
Alan Greenspan, President Ford’s top economic adviser, said Sunday the 
recession for all practical purposes is over. I don’t think we have yet started 
into the next phase, which I would consider an upswing, but clearly that is the 
area into which we are basically moving.” 
The upturn ended a slump in the index that began in mid-1973, several months 
before the economy entered the worst of the six post-war recessions. 
Through the years, shifts in the index has foreshadowed similar movement in 
the overall economy.

This spring, the Commerce Department issued a revised format to eliminate 
the distorting effects of inflation. The redesigned index, when applied to past 
business cycles, has had a perfect record of forecasting when a recession is 
about to end.

The index is made up of 12 sensitive indicators from various sectors of the 
economy. Figures for 10 were available for the May report and eight of these 
moved up, the government said.

Those increasing were building permits, new orders for manufacturing and 
consumer products and materials, the money supply, stock prices, contractors 
orders for plant and equipment, changes in wholesale commodity prices, 
change in total liquid assets and delivery performance by vendors 
Two other indicators -the length of the average workweek for blue collar 
production workers and the employment lay-off rate in manufacturing in­ 
dustries —were unchanged from April. 


The remaining two indicators, net business formations and change in inven­ 
tories, will be computed later when figures are available. 
The precise start of the recession is hard to pin down. But most experts, both 
governmental and private, seem to agree that the downturn began during the 
first quarter of 1974 and continually worsened. 
The leading indicators have an extraordinary track record of signaling the 
end of recessions by turning up shortly before the overall economy stops sliding 
and begins to grow again. 
The difference between the index and such other economic statistics as un­ 
employment rates and consumer prices is that those figures look backward, 
telling what conditions were like in the job market and how much the cost of 
living rose a month or a year ago. 
But the leading indicators look forward. Their value is in predicting how the 
economy will be acting in the months ahead. 
Way clear for passage 
of California budget 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The way ap- 
C 
ared clear today for passage of the 
jislature’s $11.5 billion proposed state 
budget which was earlier taken hostage 
by Assembly Republicans and a handful 
of disgruntled Democrats. 
A breakthrough came Wednesday 
when Democrats agreed to a series of 
Republican demands, including Assem­ 
bly passage of a $120 million bill that 
would give public schools a one-time 
appropriation to help fight inflation. 


The budget, which is about $120 million 
more than proposed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., provided an average 8.5 per 
cent pay increase for state employes. 
(The $223 million pay package also in­ 
cluding a one-time $400 bonus for those 
making less $753 a month. 


The budget proposal included an ad­ 
ditional $65.2 million cost of living in­ 
crease for the state’s 625,000 elderly, 
blind and disabled welfare recipients. 
Brown originally sought a six per cent in­ 


crease but the legislature increased it to 
nine per cent. 
The budget is supposed to go into effect 
at midnight Monday at the beginning of 
the fiscal year. The legislature already 
has overshot by 11 days its constitutional 
deadline for passage of the program. 
An unlikely coalition of three liberal 
Dem ocrats, who demanded more 
spending, joined a solid block of 
Republicans, who sought less, to hold up 
passage of the Senate-passed budget 10 
days ago. 
Republican demands included as­ 
surance that money would not be in­ 
cluded in the budget for programs unless 
they were approved in separate legisla­ 
tion, including a public campaign financ­ 
ing proposal for legislative and 
statewide office candidates. 
The three dissident Democrats — 
Assemblyman Willie Brown of San Fran­ 
cisco. Art Torres and Richard Alatorre, 
both of Los Angeles —called the agree­ 
ment a Democratic “ cop out.” 
Saigon will accept 
returning refugees

The Communist government of South 
Vietnam has agreed to accept all 
refugees who want to return, it was 
reported today. Homesick Vietnamese 
E 
redicted many countrymen would go 
ack if the first arrivals are well treated 
by the victors. 
The Los Angeles Times, quoting 
United Nations sources, said the Saigon 
government had assured the U.N. high 
commissioner for refugees that repa­ 
triation can begin “ within several 
weeks.” 
The Provisional 
Revolutionary 
Government in Saigon not only agreed to 
accept the returnees, but also actively 
sought such a program, the U.N. 
spokesman was quoted as saying. 
At Camp Pendleton, Calif., where 400 
would-be returnees have been gathered, 
one refugee said those who have applied 
so far regard themselves as guinea pigs, 
scouting the way for many others. If they 
are not subject to reprisals from the 
Saigon governm ent, many more 
refugees will go home, said Do Ngoc 
Dang, 31. 
" I know for sure many refugees at Ft. 
Chaffee (Ark.) would turn in their re­ 
quests to return to South Vietnam if they 
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are assured that there will not be any 
reprisals from the Communists,’’ Dang 
said. 
“ These refugees are watching to see 
what happens to us first. If we get 
through without being killed, then they 
will turn in their requests. We are like 
scapegoats and we know that,” he said. 
“ We hope strongly that the Com­ 
munists w ill carry out their propaganda 
of restoring love and erasing hatred.” 
The U.N. office handling repatriation 
requests has said that about 2,000 of 
refugees have asked to be sent back. 
Those from the other refugee camps in 
the United States - Ft. Chaffee, Indian- 
town Gap, Pa., and Eglin Air Force 
Base, Fla. —were flown this week to 
Camp Pendleton, the Marine Corps base 
on the coast of Southern California that 
was the first refugee processing center. 
The great majority of the prospective 
returnees say they are worried about 
their families still in Vietnam. 
Meanwhile, the San Diego Evening 
Tribune reported Wednesday that com­ 
puterized files of the police of the fallen 
Saigon regime were turned over to the 
State Department in the last days of the 
war and are being used to serene 
refugees here for “ undesirables.”

Grand opeiiing ceremonies of the 23rd 
Annual Lompoc Valley Flower Festival 
begin tonight at 8:30 at Ryon Park, one 
day earlier than usual. 
After Lompoc Mayor Art Scott, 
festival queen Debbie White, festival 
chairman Joe Herron, and Chamber of 
Commerce president Olivia Cotsen- 
moyer have said and done what people 
say and do at opening ceremonies, a 
booming display of fireworks will take 
place, signaling the start of something 
big. 
Past festivals have nothing over the 
1975 version. The long summer weekend 
will be packed with colorful sights and 
sounds. Scheduled are tennis tourna­ 
ments, flower shows, horse shows, and 
33 food booths serving such tasty delights 
as Lompoc style barbecue, hot corn, and 
Polish sausage. 
This year’s festival parade set Satur­ 
day at 10 a.m. has tv actor Guy Madison 
(better known as Wild Bill Hiekhock), 
nine flower floats, and the 200 strong 
Royal Cavaliers Youth Band who have 
won more than 700 first place trophies 
and more than 100 sweepstakes in the 12 
years they have been marching together. 
The Festival has, with the courtesy of 
NASA, a model of the space shuttle (“ the 
revolutionary new space vehicle that will 
combine the advantages of airplanes and 
spacecraft” ), a piece of the moon 
(retrieved by Neil A. Armstrong and 
Buzz Aldrin, the first men to walk on the 
ghostly natural satellite), and a *4 scale 
size of a Pioneer spacecraft. They will 
all be on display at Ryon Park Saturday 
and Sunday. 
The festival carnival has “ nine stan­ 
dard adult rides” : the octopus, the 
scrambler and the frolic, for example. 
The rides are just part of the attractions 
of Carnival Time Shows, Inc. 
There are kiddie rides too. Roller 
coaster, cars, swans, boats, bulgy and 
others. The official festival carnival is 
featuring sky diver and bumper car as 
the show’s “ two spectacular rides.” 


But we all know the biggest feature of 
the Flower Festival is Lompoc’s flower 
fields, the reason people from all over 
the country drive into the valley. Ac­ 
cording to a spokesman of a local seed 
company, this year’s crop of brilliant 
blossoms is the largest in recent times. 


The city couldn’t very well have a 
Flower Festival without the flowers. 
The 1975 festival, with the theme of 
“ Good Old Golden Rule Days,” gets un­ 
der way at 5 p.m. today when the car­ 
nival and food and game booths open for 
the first time. 
Traditionally, Thursday night is known 
as “ Teen Night,” and so it is again this 
year. Rock bands are sandwiched to per­ 
form between the grand opening 
ceremonies. 
The carnival and booths 
open for 
business tomorrow at noon and close at 
midnight. A variety of musical entertain­ 
ment commences also at 12 and is 


scheduled to end at 9 p.m. 
Such groups as the 15th Air Force 
Band, the Cabrillo Rock Band, and the 
Lompoc High School Dance Band plus 
the Lompoc Dance Studio Dancers will 
perform. 
This morning chairman Joe Herron 
reported that all aspects of the festival 
are “ going along nicely.” 
Fireworks, sponsored and put on by 
the Lompoc Firefighters Association, 
will again light the night air at the park 
tomorrow and Saturday evening. 


Saturday and Sunday always offers 
residents and out-of-towners the most 


exciting selection of events to watch, 
partake, and enjoy, beginning fittingly 
enough with a two-hour parade down the 
middle of town at 10 a m Saturday.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford says a threatened major oil price 
increase by producing nations would 
cause serious economic problems for 
much of the world and would be 
“ totalyunacceptable. ” 
The President’s warning at a news 
conference Wednesday followed predic­ 
tions by some officials of the Organiza­ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
that oil prices might be raised by $2 to $4 
above the current level of about $12 per 
barrel when an OPEC price freeze ex­ 
pires at the end of September. 
“ Any increase in foreign oil would be, 
in my judgment, very disruptive and 
totally unacceptable,” Ford said. 
But he gave no direct answer when 
asked whether he was trying to persuade 


the oil producers not to increase their 
prices and, if so. whether he was having 
any success. 
He said only that the United States is 
trying to get the world’s oil consuming 
nations to adopt a unified policy “ so that 
we act in concert when we have to meet 
with the producing nations” and that he 
wants Congress to act on an energy 
policy “ so that we don’t have to worry 
about OPEC price increases.” 
Asked what effect a $2 to $4 increase in 
foreign oil prices would have on his 
predictions that the recession is bottom­ 
ing out, Ford replied: 
“ If such an oil price were put into ef­ 
fect, it would have an impact on our 
economy It would undoubtedly have a 
much more significant impact on the 


economies of western Europe and Japan, 
and probably an even more adverse im­ 
pact on the economies on the developing 
nations. 
"It would have an adverse impact 
worldwide I think it would be very un­ 
wise for OPEC to raise their prices un­ 
der these circumstances, because an un­ 
healthy economy in the United States 
and worldwide is not in their best in­ 
terests.” 
Ford also was asked whether he had 
any specific action in mind when he said 
any OPEC price increase would be unac­ 
ceptable and. if not. what he meant by 
the term 
it would be unacceptable in the sense 
that we as a nation, individually, and we 
in conjunction with our allies are going 


to find some answers other than OPK( 
oil.” he replied

Each year Lompoc gets a 
million dollar parade for a frac­ 
tion of the cost. The 1975 
Flower Festival parade Satur­ 
day at 10 a m will not be dif­ 
ferent 
This year's cost is a trifling 
$6.700 If the festival committee 
had to pay for se rv ic e s 
rendered in kind by the City of 
Lom poc and the Lom poc 
Unified School District, the 
transportation costs of the over 
100 out-of-town parade units 
and all the man hours the Lom­ 
poc Jaycees devote to pull-off 
the colorful, two hour spec­ 
tacle. there wouldn't be a 
parade 
At least, not as it is known to­ 
day. 
In addition to an old- 
fashioned. brass-band-playing, 
majorette-high-stepping 
pa­ 
rade, Lompoc will be getting 
this year, “ the largest gather­ 
ing of youth bands that there 
will be during the summer in 
California,” according to Mrs. 
Ronnie Lomas. 
“ You will have a great 
musical parade.” she assured 
And M rs 
Lom as should 
know She and her husband own 
Pagean try Productions of 
Lynwood, the professional 
parade-making 
organization 
contracted each year by the 
committee to help stage and 
organize the Flower Festival 
parade. 
Mrs. Lomas, as she describes 
herself, is “ the grey-haired 
lady you see running around 
putting the parade together on 
Saturday morning," — which is 
nothing short of a major exer­ 
cise in logistics. 
Pageantry Productions has 
been paid $2.120 to perform 
several important functions 
that must be done in order to 
have a successful 1975 parade. 
One is recruiting the right out- 
of-town parade units. 
A unit may consist of 100 
marching sailors or a single 
rider on a horse 
Last February the company 
mailed out 1,100 entry blanks to 
potential parade units in the 
state from its “ up to date ad- 
dressograph m ailing list.” 
About 250 blanks were returned 
and under 200 of those were 
selected by Pageantry. 
The 1975 parade committee 
chairman. Art Arrowsmith. 
feels that Pageantry has its 
p la c e 
in 
th e 
p a r a d e 
organization: “ They are on 
first name basis with all the 
band masters in the L.A. area 
and they know their quality, 
and quality is the key to the 
parade." 
While the Jaycees are getting 
$600 to manage this year’s 
parade, it has been the dubious 
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honor of Jaycee member Ar­ 
rowsmith to inform car clubs 
and district attorneys that their 
presence as a parade unit is un­ 
wanted 
Decisions to accept or reject 
entries are done for the sake of 
quality The festival committee 
dictates the criteria based on 
the philosophy that it is better 
to have a short and interesting 
two hour parade, rather than a 
long and boring two hour 
parade; and the latter can hap­ 
pen if the wrong selections are 
made, believes Arrowsmith 
He also believes that “ people 
sitting on the curb don t realize 
it takes so much detailed and 
long range planning to have a 
Flower Festival parade 
Starting in January (a late 
start.) the chairman has been 
busily making arrangements 
for the birth of the parade 
His responsibilities include 
planning the parade's prologue 
and finding enough vehicles to 
taxi the VIP's: securing hous­ 
ing for the units and VIP's for 
the festival weekend; finding a 
grand marshal (“ I started big; 
I tried to get Ronald Reagan.’- 
’ ); trying to line-up special un­ 
its such as the 169 member U.S. 
Navy Drum and Bugle Corp and 
Fifty State Flag Unit and Drill 
Team ; and balancing the 
parade budget. 
B e sid e s P agean try and 
Jaycees, other budgeted items 
are $3,140 for band transpor­ 
tation; $300 for parade judges; 
$100 for equestrian judges; $150 
for judges’ lodging (includes 
VIP’s); $100 for telephone calls 
(long distance); $75 for parade 
officials kickoff breakfast; $35 
for FCI float fringe; and $100 
for miscellaneous expenses. 
The Jaycees originally were 
supposed to receive $700 for Ar- 
rowsmith’s services and the 
club's parade work on Saturday 
morning, but they voluntarily 
deducted $100 because the 
queen candidate tickets had 
been selling poorly. 
The parade committee gets 
its biggest financial break each 
year by not paying the transpor­ 
tation costs of all out-of-town 
units to hurry up to Lompoc 
Only musical units are “ as­ 
sisted” by the committee in 
defraying the high fees of 
renting a bus 
South Gate Youth Band, for 
example, must pay out $550 to 
rent three buses this weekend. 
The committee is assisting 
them with $350. 
“ But in most cases the bands 
don’t even get half,” said Mrs. 
Lomas. 
The reason majorettes, drill 
teams, and equestrians want to 
march in Lompoc’s parade — 
and without financial a s ­ 
sistance — is because “ Lompoc 
is becoming a favorite haunt.”

The bright flower fields and 
kind Lompoc people are not 
taken for granted by the out-of- 
towners: the units W&ve a 
choice of over 200 parades to 
march in each year in the L.A. 
area alone in order to receive 
needed points — they don’t need 
Lompoc. 
However, added Mrs. Lomas, 
“ they would not come at all if 
the parade did not have the 
proper judges, proper clas­ 
sifications and proper awards ’’

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Stripped-down housing bill 
gets approval of Senate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Buckling to President Ford's 
demands, the Senate today ap­ 
proved a stripped-down hous­ 
ing bill virtually tailored to his 
dictates. 
The new housing bill was sent 
promptly to the House where 
action is considered unlikely 
before the end of the July 4th 
recess 
The Senate approved the 
measure on a vote of 94 to 0. 
The measure, offered as a 
compromise by Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., chairman of 
the Senate Banking Committee, 
removed almost all the provi­ 


sions which led Ford to veto a 
$1 35 billion housing measure 
earlier this week. 
P roxm ire introduced the 
legislation Wednesday evening, 
shortly after the House failed to 
override Ford’s veto —fallipg 
16 short of the two-thirds ma­ 
jority. 
Proxmire told the Senate the 
bill “could” provide an addi­ 
tional 250,000 to 300.000 housing 
starts which would be translat­ 
ed into 500.000 to 600.000 jobs. 
The victory was Ford’s fourth 
on a veto of a big Democratic 
measure. Despite its 2-1 Demo­ 
cratic majority, the House has 


upheld vetoes of a $5 3 billion 
jobs bill, a bill to regulate strip 
mining and a farm price sup­ 
port measure 
Proxm ire’s new bill extends 
an existing program, providing 
for government purchase of $10 
billion worth of home m ort­ 
gages at subsidized rates. Ford 
wanted only $7.75 billion worth 
of authority, but does not have 
to use the extra $2 25 billion 
worth. 
The Proxmire compromise 
also provides underwriting for 
loans of $250 a month for 24 
months to unemployed home­ 
owners who receive foreclosure 
Ford wants industry to 
enter uranium business 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford asked Congress 
today to let. private industry 
enter the uranium enrichment 
business, saying the move 
would bolster the economy and 
reinforce A m erica’s world 
leadership in the nuclear power 
industry. 
The action is designed to 
meet increasing worldwide de­ 
mands for the uranium that 
fires the boilers of atomic 
generating plants. 
“ It will move America one 
big step nearer energy indepen­ 
dence,’’ Ford said as he sent the 
m essage to Congress. “ The 
legislation I am seeking will 
reinforce the world leadership 
we now enjoy in enrichment 
technology ." 
Ford said the nation must 
rely “ m ore and m ore on 
nuclear power as a m ajor 
source of energy in the future.’ 
He asked Congress to move as 
rapidly as possible on his 
proposal 
The action was the first step 


in an e f f o r t to s te p up 
America's production of en­ 
riched uranium and thus main­ 
tain some control over the use 
of ato m ic fuel o v erseas. 
Without increased American 
enrichm ent capacity, 
more 
foreign plants would be requi­ 
red 
The proposed legislation 
would authorize the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration to contract with 
com m ercial en terp rises to 
build multibillion dollar com­ 
plicated plants to take uranium 
ore and convert it into power 
plant fuel. 
Ford outlined the plan to the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy Afterwards, Sen How­ 
ard Baker, R-Tenn., called it 
"an attractive proposal” but 
said, “ no doubt there will be 
controversy." 
Baker said the committee 
would probably hold hearings 
on the m atter shortly after the 
July 4 recess. 
tiranium-235 is the isotope 


that is split in reactors to 
produce energy. Natural urani­ 
um contains only seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent of uranium-235 but 
3 to 4 per cent is required in 
reactors. Uranium-235 also is 
used in weapons, but they re­ 
quire enrichment on the order 
of 90 per cent. 
All of America’s enriched 
uranium is now produced in 
three government plants ope­ 
rated by ERDA at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., Paducah, Ky., and Port­ 
smouth, Ohio. These plants, 
built in the 1940s to m eet 
military needs, so far have been 
able to meet all of domestic and 
most foreign enriched uranium 
requirements. 
The three plants will be able 
to supply uranium to the 235 
domestic atomic power plants 
now in operation, under con­ 
struction or on order as well as 
meet the nation’s foreign com­ 
mitments.

Levi shocked over report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Edward H. Levi 
was shocked over portions of 
the Rockefeller Commission’s 
secret report on the CIA and 
has ordered a top priority study 
on whether anyone should be 
prosecuted, a spokesman said 
today. 
R obert J. H avel, Justice 
Department public information 
director, said Levi expects to 
make decisions soon about pos­ 
sible prosecutions. 
President Ford withheld part 
of the commission’s findings on 
possible illegal activities by the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
from the public and instead 
turned it over to the Justice 
Department for possible action. 
Havel said Levi has personal­ 
ly read parts of the secret 
report and in a statem ent 
describing his reaction said, “ I 
am shocked by some of the 


m aterial." 
On Capitol Hill, the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelli­ 
gence was attempting to resolve 
its dispute with the White 
House over what the panel 
believes is inadequate access to 
documents on past CIA assassi­ 
nation plots, and no access at 
all to other critical papers. 
Ford’s counsel, Philip Bu- 
chen. and Deputy Counsel 
Roderick Hills met today with 
the committee. 
Levi asked the department's 
criminal division to submit two 
memos on legal points that will 
be involved in making the 
prosecution decisions, 
Havel 
said. 
Havel said one of the memos 
is an analysis of federal, state 
or District of Columbia laws 
that might apply and the other 
is on various statutes of limita­ 
tions th at m ight p revent 


prosecutions. 
Havel briefed reporters on a 
discussion of the CIA report 
that Levi made Wednesday in a 
private meeting. 
Asked if he would confer with 
the Wrhite House about his deci­ 
sions, Levi said. “ I would feel 
obligated 
to com m unicate 
views of the department to the 
President but I would not ex­ 
pect the President to tell the 
department what to do.” 
“ My own view is that the 
departm ent’s function is to see 
if there were violations of law 
and if there are, to prosecute," 
Levi said. 
But Levi also pointed out 
there might be reasons for 
refraining from prosecution 
where a violation is found. He 
said one might be a mitigating 
circumstance such as a CIA 
employe's belief at the time 
that his action was legal and 
that the had authority to do it.

Nuclear blast rocks desert 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev (UPI) 
— The most powerful nuclear 
explosion in the United States in 
two y e a rs eru p ted in the 
Nevada desert today, sending 
shock waves as far away as Las 
Vegas. Nev., 120 miles from the 
test area. 
Federal scientists said the 
weather was clear and the 
much-delayed blast went off on 
schedule at 5:30 a.m. PDT. 
There were no radiation leaks, 
scientists added. 
The explosion rocked high 
rise buildings in Las Vegas and 
was felt less than one minute 
after the blast. 
Geraldine Falkner, owner of 
a restaurant across the street 
from the Exchange Club at 
Beatty, Nev., 35 miles away 
from ground zero, said the ex­ 
plosion awoke her. 
“ Boy it was a pretty good 


one It woke me up," she said 
Bud Weller, a bartender at 
the Exchange Club, said the 
blast made a trembling motion 
at the club that lasted about 55 
seconds. 
“ We just sat outside and let it 
go." Weller said. 
The explosion was postponed 
Tuesday and Wednesday be­ 
cause of unfavorable winds. 
The blast, code named “ - 
Camembert," was the third in­ 
volving a m eg ato n c la ss 
nuclear bomb or warhead in 
less than two months and the 
second in a week. 
It was believed to be the most 
powerful of the three 
The 
device was buried 4,300 feet un­ 
derground, more than 1,000 feet 
deeper than either of the first 
two shots. Federal officials do 
not reveal the precise power of 
test explosions. 


After a two year hiatus in 
tests of large nuclear weapons, 
the United States is rushing to 
complete all such tests that 
were planned on. before they 
are banned by a treaty with 
Russia 
Congress is expected 
soon to ratify the treaty , 
already signed by former Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Soviet leaders, 
b anning te s ts of d e v ice s 
stronger than 150 kilotons after 
next March 31. 
All but underground tests 
have been banned by a similar 
treaty for 13 years.

A police spokesman said the 
woman’s relatives are con­ 
cerned for her health, since 
medicine needed daily to treat 
a heart condition was not taken 
when she was abducted. 
“ We don’t have a clue how 
many kidnapers there were 
because she was by herself." a

We found her 
wet bathing suit in the house ” 
“They threatened to kill the 
woman if they didn’t get the 
money soon,” police said.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Under a deadline, the Senate 
has approved one legislative 
pay raise proposal and is eyeing 
another.

One cent gas tax hike proposed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
S enate has passed a bill 
designed to re sta rt halted 
highway construction next year 
through a one-cent-per-gallon 
boost in the gasoline tax to 
produce $110 million. 
The measure (SB100), which 
would raise the gas tax from 
seven to eight cents starting 
Jan. 1, was sent to the As­ 
sembly Wednesday on a 23-7 
vote. 
But Senate President Pro 
Tern James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego, the author, announced 
that the bill probably would be 
amended to propose a tax in­ 
crease of at least two cents. 
And the chairman of the Tran­ 
sportation Committee said the 
additional tax should be three 
cents. 
The proposed increase was 
protested by Sen. John Holm- 
dahl, D-Oakland, who warned 
that because of increasing oil 
prices and proposed federal 
taxes, “We’re going to pay $1 
for a gallon of gasoline in two 
years and that's atrocious.’ 
. Mills noted that last week the 
state administration ordered a 
halt to new highway construc­ 
tion effective July 1 for lack of 
revenue. He said the state faced 
a “ critical situation ’ 
The administration opposed 
the bill, and Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. has declared he 
would veto any general tax in­ 
crease during his first year in 
office. 


The $110 million in revenue 
generated by the proposed one- 
cent increase would be spent 
almost exclusively for highway 
construction. 
Originally, 
the 
bill proposed that major coun­ 
ties be allocated approximately 
half of the additional revenue 
but it was amended last week to 
provide that alm ost all the 
money would go for highways. 


Mills told the Senate that the 
state in November will run out 
of money to m atch federal 
highway funds and reported 
that even a one-cent tax in­ 
crease would fall short of 
meeting highway demands. 


He said the measure probably 
would be amended in the As­ 
sembly to provide for at least a 
tw o-cent in c re a se and be 
returned to the Senate for con­ 
currence in that change. 


But Sen Randolph Collier, D- 
Y r e k a , 
T r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
Committee chairman, declared 
that “ this bill is not going to 


meet any needs at all. What is 
needed is a three-cent gas tax 
for three years to be devoted 
exclusively to highway con­ 
struction, 
m aintenance and 
safety projects.” 


“ By late 1977, there will not 
be sufficient funds to maintain 
the present highway system," 
said Collier, who is called the “- 
father of the California freeway 
system .” 


He added, “ I’m beginning to 
believe that maintenance and 
safety projects are more im­ 
portant than construction."

Emergency state 
declared in India 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi, defying 
demands for her resignation, 
declared a state of emergency 
across India today and ordered 
a nationwide roundup of opposi­ 
tion leaders. 
Authorities arrested dozens 
of Mrs. Gandhi’s sharpest 
critics in predawn police raids 
that rousted sleeping opposition 
leaders from their beds. 
Political sources said at least 
55 persons were known to have 
been seized in the crackdown. 
But some of the sources put the 
figure as high as 3,500 
Mrs. Gandhi, fighting for her 
political life in the face of a cor­ 
ruption conviction and wide­ 
spread calls for her resignation, 
said she ordered the crackdown 
to prevent an outbreak of 
"internal disturbances." 
Jayakprash Narayan, one of 
the most widely respected op­ 
position leaders in India, was 
among the government critics 
seized in the police raids. 
Narayan’s arrest came hours 
after he told a rally of 10,000 
persons that Mrs. Gandhi 
should resign because of her 


conviction on charges of cam­ 
paign corruption. 


Government sources said the 
arrests would keep on all day. 


In a radio address this morn­ 
ing, the prime minister accused 
opposition political parties of a 
“widespread conspiracy" that 
threatened the internal security 
of India. 


Mrs. Gandhi said "the forces 
of disintegration are in full 
play” and accused critics of in­ 
citing “our armed forces to 
mutiny and our police to rebel." 
“How can any govenment 
worth its name stand by and al­ 
low the country’s stability to be 
imperiled?” she asked. 
Mrs. Gandhi said the two- 
month state of emergency “will 
not affect the lives of law- 
abiding citizens." But she did 
not spell out the details of the 
dccr6€ 
A.R. Baji, the government’s 
chief information officer, told 
news agencies the decree 
provided for the censorship of 
all dispatches leaving the 
country. 


23 tornadoes seen 
in northern plains 


United Press International 
Twenty-three tornadoes were 
reported in the northern Plains 
Wednesday night as a line of 
thunderstorms moved through 
the area, the National Weather 
Service said. 
There were no reports of 
deaths or injuries and only a 
few dam age reports, the 
weather service said. 
Most of the tornadoes swept 
through the Black Hills area of 
western South Dakota, where 12 
twisters were reported. 
The weather service said five 
tornadoes were reported in 
western Nebraska, one in 
western North Dakota, three in 
Montana and two in Wyoming. 
Earlier in the day, one tor­ 
nado was reported in Texas and 
one in Florida. 
The thunderstorms, which ex­ 
tended from northeast Montana 
through South Dakota into 
northwest Kansas, dropped 


baseball size hail north of Al­ 
liance. Neb. 
The weather service said ear­ 
ly today the tornado threat had 
ended in the western portions of 
South Dakota and Nebraska, 
but a tornado watch would re­ 
main in effect until daylight for 
most of central Nebraska and 
portions of South Dakota. 
Thundershowers also were 
scattered in Kentucky, Tennes­ 
see, northern M ississippi, 
Georgia and Florida. 
D uring a th u n d ersto rm 
Wednesday night, a bolt of 
lightning struck a tree at Crane, 
Mo., killing one farmer and 
burning another. Sheriff’s 
deputies said Harold Blanken­ 
ship. 33. owner of the farm, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
A neighbor, Dan Williams. 35. 
was admitted to Cox Medical 
Center in Springfield with bums 
on his legs and feet. He was 
listed in good condition.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislative leaders have decid­ 
ed to delay until August any 
major action on dealing with 
the medical malpractice crisis.

Pro Tem Jam es R. Mills 
Wednesday said the doctors, 
lawyers and insurance compa­ 
nies have requested time to 
study pending m alpractice 
legislation. 
“Doctors, attorneys and in­ 
surance representatives are 
saying the legislature does not 
have to rush," said McCarthy, 
adding they are telling lawmak­ 
ers to “slow down and take your 
time and be more deliberate" 
in solving the problem. 


“I agree with the California 
Medical Association position 
that 30 days be taken to 
evaluate malpractice legisla­ 
tion," Mills said. 
The legislature is scheduled 


to begin a month-long summer 
recess Friday. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
called a special session of the 
legislature in May on the 
malpractice crisis after physi­ 
cians throughout the state 
staged a work boycott to 
protest malpractice insurance 
rate increases, some as high as 
400 per cent. 


The Assembly last week pas­ 
sed and sent to the Senate a ma­ 
jor bill designed to lower the 
cost of doctor’s professional in­ 
surance. But the CMA said they 
could not support the measure 
in its present form.

There is a broad streak of the 
showman in the makeup of the flashy 
Romanian that has always kept him 
from reaching the heights and now. with 
his 29th birthday three weeks away, it 
m ay be too late. 
Big money tennis is a serious business 
One of the American players, a well 
brought up young man by all accounts, 
exploded with a few four-letter words 
when he m isplayed a shot, heedless of 
the crowds in the stands. Wednesday. 
Some of the lady players, too, did not 
learn the language they som etim es use 
in finishing school. 
But N astase is what he is —a fun- 
loving fellow who refuses to consider the 


gam e a matter of life and death. So on 
Center Court, carrying the prestige of 
the number five seed, he went down to 
Stew art, ranked only 15th in the United 
States 
“ In his prime I would never have 
beaten the guy. like a couple of years 
ago.” Stewart said of his 8-6.6-8.6-2,1-6, 
6-3 win. 
Nastase apparently hasn’t learned a 
lesson becoming 
more obvious with 
every tournament in the professional 
tennis of today —there are any number 
of players who can beat any seed on a 
good day N astase, som e of the experts 
felt, played to the crowd once or twice 
too often against Stew art, perhaps in the 
belief he could alw ays pull off a brilliant 
recovery

le, III., has a completely different at­

'He was my whole life'

NEW YORK (UPI) - Some 
things simply can not be put 
into words. How can you pos­ 
sibly convey to anyone else the 
throbbing ache inside, that 
almost unendurable oppressive­ 
ness across the chest or the 
total emptiness that grips the 
whole body and soul? 
Aaron Ladner doesn’t even 
try 
He is a man with a heart con­ 
dition and he should be thinking 
about himself now, buthe can t. 
All he can do instead, is think 
about his youngest son, Wen­ 
dell, a big, good-looking 26- 
year-old forward with the New 
York Nets, a young man with an 
army of friends and with 
everything to live for. who was 
killed in Tuesday’s tragic plane 
crash here. 
“ He meant everything to 
me,” says Aaron Ladner. ” He 
was my whole life.” 
Crushed completely by the 
sudden loss of his son, Wendell 
Ladner’s father just sits in the 
living room of his home in 
Necaise Crossing, Miss., (popu­ 
lation 499) without eating at all 
or saying very much. Occasion­ 
ally he looks at some of the 
basketball trophies his boy was 
awarded or walks a few steps 
outside the house where a 
backboard stands in the front 
yard. 
"Wendell used to like to shoot 
baskets,” he says. "He’d use 
that backboard everytime he 
was home.” 
Aaron Ladner was home 
watching TV Tuesday afternoon 
when the regularly scheduled 
program was interrupted for a 
special news bulletin. 
"It was about four o’clock," 
he remembers. "They said 
there had been a plane crash 
outside Kennedy Airport and 
that a number of people had 
been killed. They didn’t men­ 
tion Wendell’s name, but they 
gave the flight number, East­ 
ern 66, and I knew he was on it 
because my daughter, Shirley, 
had taken him to the airport 
and put him on the plane. I saw 
him that morning before he 
left, around eight or nine. He 
kissed his mother goodbye, and 
said see you later, Pop.’ He 
said he'd be back in two weeks. 
?» 
After Aaron Ladner heard the 
first report, he knew he had to 
tell his wife. But how? She was 
ill, and had a heart condition 
also. 
"I didn’t tell her right then, 
but after awhile I told her there 
had been a plane crash in New 
York and I was pretty sure 
Wendell was on the plane. She 
just couldn’t bear the thought of 
it. I had to take her to the 
hospital and she’s there now 
She still doesn’t know.” 
The Ladners raise cotton in 
Necaise Crossing. They have 
five other children, and an older 
son, Bernell, now is looking 
after his father at the house. 
"Daddy is taking it very 
hard,” he says. "He’s holding 
back everything he can, and he 
has to, otherwise he’d wind up 
in the hospital, too. We all loved 
Wendell. He was a good boy. 
Everybody who ever knew him 
liked him. He never met a 
stranger. He’d know you five 
minutes, and you’d like him, 
too.’’ 
Wehdell Ladner's body was 
identified by an ABA champion­ 
ship ring he was wearing on his 
finger. He had a New York 
Nets’ traveling bag with him 
also, and when that first was 
shown on television, the Nets 
received phone calls from peo­ 
ple asking them if one of their 
players had been on the plane.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Contrary 
to the worst fears of top soldiers, and 
others, the defeat of U.S. arm s in 
Southeast Asia has not resulted in any 
lessening of influence for the military 
Actually, as even a quick tour of Pen­ 
tagon catacombs assures, the armed 
forces have emerged from the ruins of 
its Vietnam policy with an America 
seemingly more dependent on it than 
ever. 
As Korea was a bles­ 
sing for the m ilitarists 
— as Gen Jam es Van 
Fleet said at the time, 
because in landmined 
public torpor — so too 
has the Indochina 
debacle served that 
purpose 
The hawks live The 
generals are smiling 
All s well inside the 
nation s defense apparatus 
Nary an 
odorous hippie picket can be spotted at 
military headquarters and there are 
recession-provoked waiting lines at the 
enlistment coun.ers. Gone are the days, 
obviously, when the war analysts faced 
with a public weary of bloodletting and 
moral atrocity, had for the sake of ex­ 
pediency to assure the nation "The Army 
wants to join you " 
The Pentagon mood is fesity. Whereas 
Vietnam participation necessitated an 
uncomfortable policy of diplomacy in the 
services — in the latter years particular­ 
ly. generals talked quietly of “ minimum 
force” “ political objectives,” and even 


"international dialogue” — Vietnam 
defeat has jerked the soldiers back to 
form Philosophically, Pentagon people 
are rolling their fatigue sleeves back up 
to show how their biceps bulge. The 
vogue again is hard line. 


Defense Secretary James Schlesinger 
has set the post-Vietnam pace. The les­ 
sons of our failures, he said recently, un­ 
derline the inevitable results of offensive 
gradualism. If North Korea were to at­ 
tack southward this afternoon, as exam­ 
ple, Schlesinger says the only proper 
response would be to strike at the heart 
of her power. Such talk during Vietnam 
would have been odd, and loudly 
questioned Now, as the secretary is con­ 
fident, the American majority agrees; 
the strategies of the Fifties thus prevail 
once more. 


In fact, the Pentagon s post-Vietnam 
missile rattlings go beyond the Cold War 
familiarities. At Schlesinger’s lead, 
planners and commanders talk openly of 
first strike cap ab ilities, 
mildly 
camouflaged by the term counterforce, 
and hint at several contingency 
blueprints which would have the U.S. 
retaliate in the nuclear to conventional 
aggression on friendly countries. 
Schlesinger has said, illustratively, that 
a Russian foray into Western Europe 
might provoke such response, and other 
add frankly the threat is there for any 
Communist nation to think about. 
Not surprisingly, this new mood of 
military toughness, not to say arrogance, 
has exceeded itself on occasion already. 


Durning the M ayaguez furor som e 
generals wanted to, as one recalls now, 
bomb the hell out of Cambodia ’ And 
certainly the carelessn ess and at- 
titudinal laxity with which the Pentagon 
released casualty figures after the 
rescue were indications of an establish­ 
ment not particularly worried about 
public relations consequences. 
And yet the services emerged heroic, 
killing 38 to save 39, no doubt because 
Congress and the public, in times of 
world calamity and fret, are once again 
thinking more in term s of power than 
propriety. 
But if the public mood is to some ex­ 
tent immoral, it is also practical. A 
b ack gro u n d er w ith s ta r s on h is 
shoulders, if not in his eyes, says coldly 
that "when it comes to life and death 
nobody concerned is a liberal.” Con­ 
sider, adds the general, that the United 
States is spending a smaller percentage 
of its budget for the military than at any 
time since World War II; that while the 
Soviet military strength grows 3-to-5 per 
cent a year, U.S. manpower has been cut 
by a third and U.S. ship power by almost 
half; that Russia spends a quarter again 
on its armies than we. 
It is. in truth, also a fact that the U.S. 
maintains a 2-to-l lead over the Com­ 
munists in strategic nuclear weapons, 
but never mind that. No optimism, 
please. History has taught the military 
that it flourishes only when the public 
worries. And the sentiment in the post- 
V ietnam P en tagon is: G lory be, 
everyone is scared to death.

Miniature computers 


Harold Singer, a mathematics and 
computer instructor at Cabrillo High 
School, could very well write the sequel 
to the best selling book, "How to Succeed 
in Business Without Even Trying 
If he 
did it’d he an overnight success. 
Singer’s book might 
be subtitled. A Funny 
Thing Happened to Me 
Enroute to Class One 
Day.” or 
That Little 
Old Computer Did It 
All. Really.” 
Put simply. Singer 
has become a nproar- 
ing success in the 
word of publising. 
He’s aware he has a 
virtual tiger by the 
tail, but doesn’t known 
how to let go, and 
wouldn't if he could. 
Singer 
publish es the 
‘ Micro-8 
Newsletter.” about six times a year for 
the benefit of about 500 subscribers who 
pay $6 a 
year for the irregularly- 
appearing copies. 
Singer didn’t plan all 
this. He 
catapulted into the front rank 
of 
technical and scientific publishers, or 
rather found himself propelled, forward 
as if by some unseen force. 
Singer is a 
graduate electrical 
engineer, turned teacher, and now com­ 
bines his teaching in computer science 
with his part-time publishing. The 
publishing part of the story began when 
he saw an article of miniaturized and low 
cost computer science in an issue of 
Radio Electronics 
He clipped out a 
coupon as others apparently did across 
the country and the groundwork was 
laid Singer wrote a letter which was 
published by the magazine suggesting 
that readers could participate in a forum 
for the new science simply by sending 
him. Singer, five self addressed and 
stamped envelopes 
It wasn't long before that barter 
system of communicating had to give 
way to the more formal newsletter. 
"The idea." Singer said yesterday, 
was to get everyone communicating 
with everyone else across the country.” 
In less than a month. Singer got out an 
eight-page issue of his newsletter, for 
about 30 subscribers. Before another 
month had passed, the list of subscribers 
strod at more than 100 and letters from 
new subscribers were arriving at the 
rate of five to 10 a day. Now there are 
more than 500 subscribers and the list is 
growing. All told. Singer’s newletter and 
other forms of literature go out regularly 
to a mailing list of about 900 devotees of 
thq science of miniaturized computers 


So successfully has the newsletter 
become that a commercial publishing 
company has announced it will invade 
the field with a magazine, named BYTE. 
The name is computer jargon, in 
Singer’s words, "for a basic unit for 
sending character information ’’ 
Singer has reserved judgment on the 
new publication pending some proof that 
it will deliver what the publisher 
promises in the way of a magazine. 
Regardless of the success of the com­ 
mercial venture, however, Singer’s 
newsletter will continue to thrive. The 
newsletter has also grown in size. The 
first issue was eight pages, the seventh, 
72. 
His success has inspired the formation 
of "user groups,” in dozens of localities. 
For example there is a local "user’s 
group,” of about 30 members who band 
together in Lompoc Valley for the ex­ 
change of information. There are two 
such groups in the San Francisco Bay 
area, one in Washington, D C., several in 
New York, some in Texas, and there are 
individuals in Honolulu, Denmark, the 
Central American country of Columbia; 
three or four in Japan, and one in 


Australia, all working like crazy with 
miniaturized computer techniques. 
The devotees need their own publica­ 
tion, because they wouldn’t feel at home 
sharing space with more conventional 
co m m u n icators. Sin ger show ed a 
photograph of a computer section and 
noted: "That space there will permit 
floating point arithmetical capability." 
Then he shows off a tiny module, one 
eighth of an inch square that contains 
10,000 transistors. 


The progress in the field, according to 
Singer, has inspired RCA to produce a 
miniaturized computer at low cost for 
home use. That innovation is due shortly. 


In the meantime, the devotees — and 
there are hundreds of them across the 
world — such as Singer and his as­ 
sociates work with their own home con­ 
structed computer sets that can be built 
for less than $500. 


All this came to light Tuesday, when 
school trustee. Jack Helman told the 
school board about the teacher who was 
m aking his m ark in the world of 
technical publishing.

Superintendent of Schools 
Glendon F. Wegner attended 
his last board of trustees 
meeting this week and will of­ 
ficially end his 17-year tenure 
as chief of Lompoc Valley 
education on Monday. 
We believe that Superinten­ 
dent Wegner can look proudly 
back at his 17 years in Lompoc 
Valley. On his arrival, he 
faced a monumental task. 
Educational facilities then 
consisted of one high school, 
one junior high school, both on 
the sam e campus, two elemen­ 
tary schools and several 
country schools. The program 
to develop Vandenberg Air 
Force Base as this nation’s 
military missile center was 
approved and the influx of that 
program was already being 


on a string of over a hundred red wing 
blackbirds. They would fly down in the 
field, then up over Pine Street, swoop 
back in the field and land. On Friday we 
noticed that a beautiful yellow parakeet 
was flying side by side by the blue 
parakeet.

felt on the valley’s educational 
program and facilities. 
Superintendent Wegner bat­ 
tled hard for the unification of 
the district and upon its ap­ 
proval by the voters, he faced 
the task of coping with the 
myriad of problems brought 
about by the economic impact 
of Vandenberg AFB. 
He did well. From the 
modest beginning, the school 
district now has 13 elementary 
schools, two high schools and 
two junior high schools, not to 
mention special facilities — 
all representing more than $15 
million in construction. 
Wegner picked his staff 
carefully and retained them 
for the most part. He succes­ 
sfully worked with more than 
25 different elected school 


trustees. He saw the growth of 
the district rise from a tew 
thousand students to a peak of 
nearly 14,000. 
The retiring superintendent 
weathered many storms. He 
was not a man who ventured 
out into the public often, 
preferring instead to strive for 
his programs in other man­ 
ners. We did not always agree 
with the superintendent, but 
we respected his stand in his 
project beliefs. 
Yes, Superintendent Wegner 
can look proudly back at his 17 
years in Lompoc Valley as he 
and his wife look forward to 
well deserved retirement by 
the side of a flowing river in 
Northern California. 
On behalf of the public, we 
say thank you and Godspeed.

Backward glance 


Just to remind you. President Nixon 
left for Moscow a year ago (June 25) and 
Vice President Ford told interviewers 
that he was sure the boss wouldn’t be im­ 
peached and that the election of a "veto- 
proof” Congress would end the two-party 
system. Like a hooked tarpon Nixon 
made one final spectacular spring just 
before destruction all the way to Russia 
and told the nation about it on television, 
July 3. By August 9, Jerry Ford was 
president. 
We think President Ford is a nice man, 
and probably the most conservative 
president since Herbert Hoover. Hoover, 
you remember, was Secretary of Com­ 
merce 50 years ago. We got to thinking 
about him after reading the Ford speech 
last week to Small Businessmen. It had a 
ring, a conviction, an emotion in attack­ 
ing government control that hasn’t been 
heard around here in years. 
Ford is more conservative than Nixon, 
who really didn’t believe in much of 
anything so long as he got elected and 
could smear opponents — he was an 
ad a p ta b le as the bubble in the 
carpenter’s level. In his Pat Moynihan- 
D israeli phase Nixon proposed a 
guaranteed income system (carefully 
saying it wasn’t that) in his Family As­ 
sistance Program. It’s hard to believe 
that Mr. Ford would offer anything like 
that. In fact we can’t remember a piece 
of positive social legislation he ever 
proposed. 
Mr. Ford is going to free business from 
"the shackles of Federal red tape" and 
says that "vital decisions are made by 
the politicians while the private sector 
dries up and shrivels away,” and that in 
this Bicentennial year we are "reversing 
the great principles on which the United 
States were founded.” 
Eisenhower was conservative, too, of 
course; but he watched the clock, he 
didn’t try to set it back. This revived cult 
is a throw back to the 20’s, Ogden Mills 
saying that federal centralization is 
"striking at the very cornerstone of our 
institutions,” Herbert Hoover exulting in 
"the fundamental correctness of our 
economic system” (just before the 
crash), and Bruce Barton in his smash- 
hit, The Man Nobody Knows saying that 
Jesus had “ picked up twelve men from 
the bottom ranks of business and forged 
them into an organization that conquered 
the world.” 
Mr. Ford doesn’t say that, of course, 
but he identifies with businessmen who 
see “ government turned into an instru­ 
ment of philanthropic collectivism, a 
legislated redistribution of wealth and 
income, and the prospect of productive 
citizens required by law to support a 
growning number of non-productive 
citizens.” 
That’s scare talk, that’s political table- 
banging, and it isn’t dem agogery 
because the man who says it believes it; 
it’s from a man who fears (as he says) 
that "Washington will become the Big 
Daddy of all citizens.” 
President Ford doesn’t have a merry 
twinkle in his eye when he offers such 
things, as the late Everett McKinley 
Dirksen (R) of Illinois used to do. He is 
straightforward and uncomplicated as 
when he praises the market economy, 
and says "Americans are proud of our 
system and pleased with what it has 
produced." It has produced, of course. 9 
million unemployed just at present. Mr. 
Ford tells the businessmen. "I hear your 
cries of anguish and desperation; I will 
not let you be suffocated," and he cheers 
them up in the present slump reminding 
them that "difficulties sometimes ac­ 


company advantages in any system,’’ 
along with “ spells of unemployment" 
and a "temporary slow down." Be of 
good cheer, he says, excessive Federal 
intervention will be frustrated; he will 
help "get government off your back." 


This is Alan Greenspan speaking — 
B ill Sim on, E a rl Butz, C aspar 
Weinberger, one of the most conser­ 
vative teams assembled around a chief 
executive in a generation. They believe, 
like Mr. Ford, that free enterprise is 
threatened by “ philanthropic collec­ 
tivism.” Is he thinking about the vetoed 
strip mining bill? We think Mr. Ford will 
run for office next year on a program of 
big defense, big law enforcement and big 
tax breaks for business, and very likely 
get elected, too. 


The third anniversary of the discovery 
of Watergate came last week — a little 
noticed story at the time which the New 
York Times carried, Sunday, June 18, 
1972 on page 38, a third of the way down 
between furniture advertisements, with 
a mild four-column headline. “ 5 Charged 
With Burglary at Democratic Head­ 
quarters.” The election was on and, on 
October 18, the despairing Democratic 
Study Group got out a four-page flier, 
“ The Most Corrupt Administration in 
History.” But who was listening to 
George McGovern? 


Next to the revelation of the tapes the 
most disturbing thing for many is (he dis­ 
covery of the perversion of the intel­ 
ligence and police forces of the govern­ 
ment whereby the Executive Office can 
instigate the murder of foreign leaders, 
by wink or by direct command, through 
the agency of “ Executive Privilege.” If 
that is so. Executive Privilege is the 
strongest force in our government. 


Watergate still rolls on and the Special 
Prosecutor’s Office still investigates. 


The Ervin Committee left the Bebe 
Rebozo melodrama hanging fire: it notes 
“ The transmittal of $100,000 in $100 bills 
from Howard Hughes to the President’s 
close friend, Charles G. Rebozo, several 
years prior to the 1972 election” and then 
it goes on, in its final report, to ask ques­ 
tions and note discrepancies in evidence 
given under oath. 
"In early 1972,” it says, “ Rebozo 
began receiving and accepting a variety 
of contributions ... At no time, however, 
did he acknowledge in writing to Hughes 
or his representatives the receipt of the 
$100,000 nor did he ever notify, as he did 
with other contributions in 1972, any 
campaign officials (sic) the receipt of 
$100,000 until after the election.” 
Rebozo, the Ervin report adds, “ placed 
himself beyond the reach of the Commit­ 
tee by traveling to Europe when he had 
reason to know that the remaining life of 
the Committee precluded it from enforc­ 
ing further subpoenas on him or others.” 
So what’s the story? We don’t know. 
The Ervin committee “ finds it ap­ 
propriate,” it says in its report, July 
1974, "that the matters set forth herein 
be pursued further by relevant in­ 
vestigative bodies."
